peace and tranquillttie of this Kingdome, Fox refozmation of which abuſes, and anoiding of ſuch leditious perſons, ſundꝛy 
Pꝛoclamations haue beene iſſued and publiſhed in this kingdome: ſome by immediate warrant from his Mateſtie out ol Eng⸗ 
and, and others by anthouttie of the Loꝛd Deputie and Councell of this Kingdomefoz the time being, thereby ſtrictly charging 
and commanding them kozthwith, at within ſome ſhozt time then alter (and now long ſithence expired) to depart out of this 
Kingdome, and neuer to returne hither againe, vnlefſe they ſhould conkozme themlelues to the Religion hereeſtabliſhed, and re⸗ 
paite to the Church duely and oꝛderlx: pon paine of his Maieſties high indignation, and luch puniſhments as might iuſtly bee 
inflicted vpon the wilful contemners ol his Maieſties Royall command. All which notwithſtanding, his Maieſtie is infozmed 
that the ſaid popilh titularte Biſhops,Cicars „ other perſons beloꝛe mentioned, haue ol late flocked 
hither in greater numbers then at any time heretofoze,Ind that luch Jeſuites, Seminary Pꝛieſts, and other Pꝛieſts, Fryers, 
dicars generall, Abbots, ÞPuozs, and Biſhops ſo ozdayned by fozreine authoꝛitie, which did beloꝛet me ſecretiylurke in ſundzy 
parts ofthis Kingdome, haue of late time mo e boldly and pzeſumptuouſly ſhewed and declared themſelues in the vle and exer⸗ 
tile or their functions in open Aſſemblies, whereby his Baieſtiesſubiccts haue beene generally moꝛe leduced and conũrmed in 
their diſobedience and obiltnacte againſt his Highneſſe Lawes and Royall commandements (in coutempt of his Matettie and 
the laid fozmer Pzoclamations) and are lite to bꝛeed moꝛe and greater mifchiefes, if they be luſtered to abide and continue here 
any longer: Ok which increaſe and tnſolence ol the laid popiſh Biſhops,Pzieſts,and others as afozeſaid, his Maieſtie hauing ta⸗ 
den ſpeciali notice, hath ſignified his high diſpleaſure thereat. and hath thereupon commanded Us to put all Lawes in execution 
(that are in foꝛce in this Kingdome ) that inflictany puniſhment vpon luch as exerciſe any thing to extoll oꝛ maintaine the power 
q iuril diction Spirituall o2 Eccleſiaſticall of any foꝛreine * 
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all or. zince oz Prelate , within thts Kingdome, and to reuiue the Pꝛo⸗ 
clamation to remoue and exclude all poptſh Biſhops. P:iefts, Micats generall, and others agafozeſaid, out of the ſame, as the 
puncipall cuppoꝛters and ma:ntapners of the ſaid vſurped Authoꝛitie. 
Know yeetherefoze, that Mee in obedience vnto his Watefties Royallcommand , and foz abſolute warning to bee giuen in 
this kind, doedenounce, and in his Maieſties name firictlycharge and command, That they ſhall all of them, that is to ſay, all 
titulary popiſh Jrchbilhops,Bilhops,Uicars generall,bbots, j3zyozs,Deanes, Jeſuites, Fryers, SeminaryPuteſts, and o⸗ 
ther Prieſts whatſoeuer,regular or ſecular (being made 02 oꝛdeyned by any authoꝛttte, dexiued o2pretendedto be deriued from 
the Dee ol Rome, oꝛ by any other foꝛreine authozity whatſoeuer)depart out ofthis Kingdome of Ireland foxthwith, oz within 
foꝛtie dayes next enſuing.at the tartheſt after the datehereof. And that no ſuch titulary Biſhops, Uicars generall, Abbots, - 
P21y028, Deanes, Jeſuites, Seminary pꝛieſts, oz other pꝛieſts oz Fryers, oꝛdapned by fozreine authozitie as afozeſaid , ſhall 
from and alter the laid foꝛtie dayes, repaire, come oz returne into this King dome, vpon patne of his Maieſties bigh diſpleaſure 
and indign ation. and vpon ſuch further paine and penaltie as may bee iuũly inflicted vpon them by the Lawes and Statutes 
of this Kingdome. And vpon the like paine, wee doe in his Bat: ſties Nameerpteſſely koꝛbid all, and all manner of perſong 
whatſoeuer within this Kingdome, to receiue, relieue, oꝛ conuerſe with, bee oꝛde red by, oꝛ receive inſtruction from any ſuch po⸗ 
pilh titulary A rchbiſhop, Biſh op, Aicar generall, Abbot, Pzyoz,Deane,Fryer, Seminary pꝛieſt, oꝛ other pꝛ eſt which alter the 
laid foꝛtie dayes chall remayne and abide in this Kingdome, oz come into the ſame oꝛ any part thereof, contrarie to the intent ot 
this Pꝛoclamation. Ind noe doe further in his Maleſties name declare, publiſh, and command, that ifanyſuch popilh titula⸗ 
ty Irchbiſhop, Biſhop, Uicar generall,Jbbot, PÞ2yoz,Deane, Jeſuite, Fryer, Seminary pꝛieſt, oz other pꝛieſt ſhall wilfully 
abide and continue in this Kingdome after the ſaid foꝛtie dayes, oz fhall voluntarily repapꝛe oz returne into this Kingdome, 02 
any part thereof: oꝛ ik any perſon oz perſons ſhall reteiue, relieue,conuerle with, bee ozdered by, oz recetue inſtruction from any 
luch popilh titulary Archbiſhop, Bilhop, Uicar generall, Abbot, Pꝛyoz, Deane, Jeſuite, Fryer,Seminary pueſt,o: other pzieſt, 
That then all and euery Pꝛouinciall Gouernors, Sheriffs, Juſtices of peace, Mapozs, Soueraignes, Foxtrieffs,Conftables, 
and all others his Maieſties officers and loyall ſubtects in this Kinggome, wall vſe their beft diligence and indeauours, to ap⸗ 
gehend all andeuery ſuch popiſh titulary Archbiſhop, Biſhop, Uicar general, Abbot,Pzioz, Deane, Jelinte, Fryer, Seminary 
pꝛieſt and other pzieſt oꝛdayned by fozreine authoꝛity as afozeſaid,and all and euery of their recetuers,rel:eucrs,and followers, - 
andthem andeuery of them to commit to ſome ſafe and ſtrict pziſon, to the end ſuch further ozder may be taken los their puniſh- 
ment, as to Us the Lozd Deputie and Councel! hall be thought fit. Ind we require themandeuery of.them, to bee ſeuereto 
put this his Maieſties commandement infullexecution, as deueryofthem will anſwer the contrary to his Maieſtie, 
who will call th ing the perfozmanceof their duties in this behalte, 
Y2onl \Biſhops,Uicars generall, Abbots, Pꝛyozs, Deanes, Je- 
luites ſhall befoze the latd foꝛty days, oꝛ within ten dayes next 
h ſelues befoze Us the now Lo: Deputy, oz to the Lo: De⸗ 
ther the Gouernour of any Pꝛouince, 02 befozeanyof 
fozme themſelues, and repay2e to the Church — ap 
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they oz any of them ſhal. continue in ſuch conkoꝛmitie. 
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
